CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 1ith the Iowa state institute 
for the deaf and dumb, located three 
miles southeast of Council Bluffs, was 
destroyed by fire. There were but few 
pupils in the school at the time, and all 
escaped without harm. The loss was 
estimated at $15,000. 

On the morning of the 11th Bender 
Bros.’ planing mill at Hamilton, O., was 
burned, throwing 700 men out of work. 
The loss is nearly $100,000. Incendiar- 
ism is suspected. 

On the 11th seven soldiers were 
drowned at Neisse, Prussian Silesia, 
while practicing in the military swim- 
ming school. 

Miss Lizzik BorpDEN was arrested at 
Fall River, Mass., on the evening of the 
1ith, on the charge of having mur- 
dered her father and mother, who were 
found some days previous horribly 
butchered with an ax or hatchet, hav- 
ing previously been poisoned. 

Herr Wo tr, adefaulting Berlin bank- 
er, was sentenced, on the 12th, to ten 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor. 
Dittmar, also a defaulting banker, re- 
ceived the same sentence. 

ArTHUR Kurtz and Earl Price, of 
North Lansing, Mich., were smothered 
in an unused ice chest with a self-lock- 
ing lid which they entered in play on 
the 11th. 

JoHAN SINGER, a clerk in Vienna, 
Austria, who had been out of work for 
some time, killed the woman with 
whom he had been living, their three 
children and himself, on the 12th, by 
starting a charcoal fire in the room 
where they slept. 

THE Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co., 
it is stated, has been systematically 
robbed of thousands of dollars in the 
freight department. Wholesale arrests 
are expected. 

Near Ogdensburgh, N. J., on the 
12th, a falling wall crushed twelve 
workmen who were around the build- 
ing, fatally injuring two of them, Pat- 
rick MecConnel and an Italian. Some 
of the others were seriously hurt. 

Tue steamship Empress of Japan, 
Capt. Lee, which sailed from Yokohama 
on the 8th, for Vancouver, had to put 
back to discharge her cargo before a 
fire, which was discovered in her cargo, 
could be extinguished. The damage 
was not extensive. 

Ox the 18th the entire town of Red 
Mountain, a lively mining camp a short 
distance from Silverton, Col., was de- 
stroyed by fire. Sixty buildings were 
consumed, including stamp mills, ore 
and shaft houses of a number of mines, 
all the business houses and many resi- 
dences. Loss, estimated at $275,000, 
with but little insurance. 

EarLy on the morning of the 4th 
the elegant residence of John Eis- 
menger at the Indian mounds near St. 
Paul, Minn,, valued, with its furniture, 
at $42,000, was burned; insurance, $37,- 
000 





JENNIE TABOR, of Hudson, Mich., con- 
fesses to having placed twenty dynamite 
bombs in the parlor organ in order to 
kill her brothers and sisters. 

On the 15th Banker Stein and his two 
sons were sailing in a yacht near 
Kopernick, an island formed by the 
Spree and Dahme, about 8 miles from 
Berlin, when a thunder-storm came up 
and a bolt of lightning struck the 
yacht, killing father and sons. 

_PRor. Grorce T. LAUGHLIN, an as- 
sistant in the Massachusetts institute 
of technology, was drowned while swint 
ming off Lynn beach on the 14th. He 
was 25 years old, and extremely bright 
and popular. 

On the 15th the new British ship Tra- 
cian foundered off the Isle of Man. Her 
crew, numbering twenty-five, together 
with the captain's wife, were lost. 

ConFLICTS between the free and con- 
vict miners of Tennessee have broken 
out again. The former have overpow- 
ered the guards at Tracy City and In- 
man, returned the convicts to Nashville 
by trains captured for the purpose, and 
celebrated their victories in each in- 
stance by a wholesale destruction of the 
company’s property. Gov. Buchanan 
threatens to call ont the militia. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tue Dominion government has issued 
an order prohibiting the importation 
into Canada of rags from France, where 
cholera is said to prevail to an alarm- 
ing extent. 

It isstated that the Central Elevator 
Co.’s system of elevators, consisting of 
about fifty elevators along the Minne- 
apolis & St. Louis railroad, has been 
purchased by Peavy, the well-known 
Minneapolis (Minn.) elevator man. The 
deal is the largest sale of elevators 
that has occurred in that section for 

ears, the cash consideration being 
160, 000. 

Many of the Havana Business estab- 
lishments have closed their doors in 
consequence of the refusal of the min- 
ister of the colonies to suspend the new 
tariffs. 

TuE flint-glass factories (table-ware) 
in this country, as well as all of the 
chimney glass houses in the Pittsburgh 
(Pa.) district, have resumed operations, 
giving employment to thousands of 
men and boys. The window-glass houses 
will start about the Ist. 

RussIAN authorities assert that they 
have checked the cholera in St. Peters- 
burg, as shown by the fact that only 
twelve deaths were. reported on. the 
14th. The official report shows that 
throughout the cholera-infected dis- 
tricts of Russia the daily average was 
8,601 new cases and 4,268 deaths, or 
about 50 per cent. of fatal cases. 

THE annual report of British customs 
receipts show that the revenue from 
tobacco the past financial year was 
the biggest on record. The chief in- 
crease was in the use of the dry western 
tobacco from America. 

On the 15th, at the New York sub- 
treasury, $1,000,000 in gold was paid out 
in return for $1,000,000 in silver treas- 
ury notes.

Ir is estimated that the spring wheat 
crop of Minnesota and the two Dakotas 
will reach 103,000,000 bushels, against 
160,000,000 last year. This is very little 
below an average crop. 

GREAT excitement has been caused in 
London by the discovery of a shipment 
of rags from the cholera-infected dis- 
tricts. 

Tne total number of new cases of 
cholera reported in Russia on the 16th 
were 7,600. The total number of deaths 
from the epidemic were 3,900. 

Ar a game of baseball at Carrollton, 
La., on the 15th, the decision of the 
umpire produced some ill feeling, when 
the manager of one of the clubs whipped 
out his gun and opened fire on the 
crowd, killing Robert Jones, a specta- 
tor, and seriously wounding Louis Fos- 
ter and Richard Williams. 

Ar Edwardsville, Ala., on the 15th, 
Tom Haines fatally cut hiscousin, John 
Haines. The boys are about 13 years 
old, and the fight was the outcome of a 
political discussion, their fathers hav- 
been supporters of Jones and Kolb re- 
spectively in the recent gubernatorial 
campaign. . 

Tue issue of standard silver dollars 
from the mints and treasury offices dur- 
ing the weck ending on the 13th-was 
$536,045. The issue during the corre- 
sponding period of last year was $455,- 
232. 

Tue Chilian government has appro- 
priated $75,000 as an indemnity to the 
sailors on the United States cruiser 
Baltimore, and also approved the treaty 
for the settlement of claims of citizens 
of the United States against Chili. 

Durine last week 318 carloads, con- 
taining 3,816 tons of green fruit were 
shipped East from California over the 
Central Pacific. So far this season 
6,600,000 pounds more fruit has been 
shi than last year.

THE PEOPLE AND THE TARIFF. 


Meveland’s Peculiar Methud of Discuss- 
Ss ing the Protective System. 

‘The method chosen by Mr. Cleveland 
for the discussion of the tariff question 
is an insult to the intelligence of the 
| American people. He represents in ef- 

fect that some intangible and remorse- 
Jess power is levying tribute upon the 
Masses for the benefit of classes 
through the operation of the protective 
system. In other words, he talks as if 
‘that system had been imposed upon 
‘the country against its wishes by the 
decree of ap autocratic ruler in the pay 
of the manufacturers. He puts aside 
the fact that we have a republican form 
of government und that laws are made 
iti obedience to the demands of public 
opinion. The protective tariff has ex- 
i#ted allthese years not because Of a 
e@onspiracy on the part of certain inai- 
viduals to enrich themselves by whole- 
sale extortion and oppression, but be- 
eause a majority of the vo.ers of the 
mation have regarded it as a great gen- 
eral benefit. They have had the power 
to abolish it at any time, and yet it has 
not been dispensed with. As-often as 
the question has been squarely sub- 
mitted to them they have decided in 
favor of retaining the duties that Mr. 
Cleryeland declares to be ‘‘forced con- 
tributions” from their income. It is

‘The enunciation of such doctrine had 
an effect on the® convention such as the 
waving of a réd rag woulil have upon a 
bull; and without ceremony the plank, 
which was virtually the plank of the 
1884 platform on which Cleveland was 
elected, was thrown out and this vicious 
substitute, offered by Mr. O'Neal, of4 
Ohio, inserted: 

We denounce the republican protectiow as a 
fraud, a robbery of a majority of the Ametican 
people for the benefit of the few. We declart 
it to be a fundamental principle of the demo 
cratic party that the tederal government has no 
constitutional power to impose and oollect tariff 
duties, except for the purpose of revenue only, 
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evident that they dv not understand 
the matter as he pretends to and do 
not realize that the iron grip of a mys- 
terious power is squeezing the life 
blood out of them. On the contrary, 
they are apparently well satisfied, and 
as often as the occasion comes they go 
to the polis and reiterate their prefer- 
ence for protection over free trade. 

Mr. Cleveland is self-deceived if he 
imagines that he can bring about the 
destruction of the protective system by 
denouncing it asa monstrous form of 
robbery which has been established by 
arbitrary and tyrannical means. The 
people are responsible for it, and they 
maintain it upon tne ground that it is 
materially aivantageous to all kinds of 
industry. If they were mistaken in 
this view, they surely would have found 
it out and taken steps to rectify the 
wrong. They may fairly be supposed 
to know their own condition, und to 
comprehend the effects of the tariff up- 
on their own interests. It may be that 
they are not familiar with all the theo- 
retical literature upon the subject; but 
it is not reasonable to believe that they 
are ignorant of the practical facts in 
the case. They know what they pay 
for the things that they buy and what 
they get for the things that they sell, 
and they are competent to make the 
comparisons which determine the 
question of gain or loss. It will 
not do to assume that they per- 
sist in favoring a hurtful policy be- 
cause they are unable to see how it 
injures them. If they were being im- 
poverished by the tariff they would not 
need to have tne fact pointed out to 
them in Mr. Cleveland’s melancholy 
polysyllables; they would feel it in 
thei: daily experience, as they do other 
facts relating to their pursuits and their 
welfare.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

SCOOPING UP TREASURE. 


The Wreck of the British Ship Hussar, 
Lost with Nearly Five Million Dollars in 
Treasure on Board in Long Island 
Sound, During the Kevolution, Located, 
and the Dredgers Scooping Up the 
Precious Staff. 

New Yors, Aug. 14.—The World says: 
Capt. Thomas Simmonds of the hy- 
draulic dredge Little Giant, that is an- 
chored in the sound, south of Port Mor- 
ris dock, was very serious yesterday. 
‘We should hit it soon,” said he, to 
his chief assistant. He had been grap- 
pling day after day for something like 
#4,800,000 lost with the British ship 
Hussar overa century ago. After the first 
plunge of the bucket about one cubic 
yard of mud was dumped on the grating. 
When the men began to sort and wash 
for treasure, the captain saw something 
yellow glitter in the silt and picked it 
up. It was an English guinea of the 
time of George III. Half a dozen more 
were found; then two gold buttons 
from the uniform of a British naval 
officer. The next plunge brought 
up a quantity ‘of copper. coin. 
Capt. Simmonds’ weather-beaten face 
relaxed and he _ smiled. ‘We're 
right over the stuff, I am cock certain,” 
said he, ‘‘and l expect to have all of it 
up very soon.” Then the bucket 
brought up two short bars which, on 
being scraped, proved to be sterling sil- 
ver. That ended the find for the day, 
but it proved beyond doubt that Capt. 
Simmonds had located the lost Hussar 
and her enormous treasure, and is per- 
haps on the threshold of great wealth 
for himself and the other members of 
the family. 





CANADIAN RECIPROCITY, 
A Toronto Sesiecte Sden of What Cons 
cessions Should be Made. 


GRAND Forks, N. D., Aug. 14.-—Secre- 
tary McGinnis of the chamber of com- 
merce has received a letter from M. E. 
Reynolds, the expert on international 
law, of Toronto, Ont., inclosing the 
points that he proposes the coming 
international reciprocity convention 
shall take action upon. Ile suggests: 


1. No duty by either country on natural pro1- 
ucte shipped between the two. 

2. Anything from any other country shall 
pass through the customs of each and be col- 
lected for at the point to which consigned. 

3. Each country shall be entitled to full priv- 
ileges of the canals and waterways of the othor. 

4. Allrailways shall have the right of way 
through any state or province according to the 
laws of sich state or province. 

5. Both shall co-operate in maintaining 
waterways from the lakes to the Atlantic and 
the right over the same shall be equal in all re- 
spects. 

6. Coins of one country shall be accepted at 
part va'ue in the other.

Miners Routed and a Num- 


per Captured. 





Disheartened at Their Repulse! 
at Fort Anderson. 





Only One Soldier Killed During the 
Fight. 


Knoxyitie, Aug. 19.—In the second 
attack which was made soon after the 
capture of Capt. Anderson the soldiers 


fought without a leader. But they fought 
nobly and the miners were again repuls- 
ed. 

In the third attack the boys still fought 
without their leader and again drove off 
the miners. The miners allege that Capt. 
Anderson was drunk when he walked 
from the fort. This is ucterly disbelieved. 

Knoxvitte, Aug. 19—Very conflicting 
repurts come in this morning from Coal 
Creek. It seems that Major Carpenter 
and his men, who took to the mountains 
at Offutts, reached the stockade without 
a shot being fired and Gen. Carnes has 
charge of the depot, one mile to the east. 
This would put the town in the hands of 
the soldiers. Buton top of this it is 
stated positively that Capt. Anderson is 
stillin the hands of the miners. 

A report says that the miners began re- 
treating over the mountain opposite the 
fort at 10 o'clock. The rear guard firing 
at random as they went. Grave fears are 
entertained for Capt. Anderson’s safety. 
It is strange that he has not yet been 
seen. 

The Springfield Rifles and Nashville 
volunteers, with Chippie Turner at the 
head of them, forty-two strong, arrived 
here a few moments ago. Two hundred 
armed citizens joined them and the entire 
body has left for Coal Creek. A Banner 
man is on the train. Reliable reports 
will reach bere within an hour unless be 
is arrested again. Not one word has come 
here of the casuaities in yesterday’s fight, 
if any. 


ANOTHER FIGHT. 


KNoxVILLE, Aug. 19.- N3on.—Another 
fight has taken place at Coal Creck and 
may be going on now. It seems that 
Gen. Carnes moved on the miners guard. 
ing the depot at 11:45 and en; tared them 
without the firing ofa gui. Then the 
soldiers advanced up'th«: valley and a fight 
ensued ,during whic: Walthall,of this city 
a clerk in the Claim Agency, was killed. 
One miner was killed and three wounded: 
One report says that only the miners at 
the depot have surrendered and that the 
fight is stillon. Another and more au- 
thentic one says that all the miners have 
surrendered unconditionally. It sounds 
more truthful because the miners have 
promised to deliver Capt, Anderson at 1 
o’clock. 


THREE MINERS AND A SOLDIER KILLED. 


Kwnoxvitte, August 19, 12:45 p. m.— 
The operator at the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia & Georgia Railroad office says: 
“One citizen, named John Walthall, of 
this oftice, and three miners killed, is the 
way the message came here. Gen. Carnes 
captured the depot and marched to the 
stockade without interference. 

Maj. Carpenter was not so fortunate. 
When he got in sight of the fort he found 
that the intervening valley was full of 
miners, who had probably retreated from 
the town and railroad for consultation. 
The miners showed fight. They fired. 
Walthall dropped at the first flash of the 
guns. His infuriated colleagues at once 
returned the fire and dashed down the 
steep. The miners surrendered. 

Capt. Anderson was nowhere in sight, 
but the miners said they would produce 
him at 1 o’clock. This is thought here to 
be a play for time.

THINGS GIRLS CAN DO. 


An Expert on Woman's Work Discusses 
Different Trades. 

Miss Alice Woodbridge, as secretary 
of the Working Women’s Society, is ac- 
sorts and conditions 
In the interests of 
the labor bureau which the society has 
recently put in operation she has in- 
vestigated opportunities and wages in 
a great variety of women’s occupations. 
She considers the question of the best 
trade for girls a very difficult one. 

‘(Generally speaking,” she said toa 
reporter for the New York Press, ‘‘girls, 
as I know them, give very little thought 
to what they are to do fora living. A 
sister or a friend, perhaps a brother, is 
employed somewhere, a vacancy occurs, 
and if one of the girls of the family is 
fifteen or sixteen she is only too anxi- 
ous to take place and give as little work 
as she can for as much wages as the 
employer chooses to give. She rarely 
feels any responsibility about the work. 
It never oceurs to her that work that is 
worth doing at all is worth doing well, 
and as for refusing to take smaller 
wages than somebody else can afford 
she may be in other ways the most con- 
scientious creature in the world, but 
she has absolutely no scruples in this 
sort of selfishness. 

“Probably the factory worker is bet- 
ter paid than the saleswoman or sten- 
ographer. Girls employed in silk mills 
receive the highest wages of any of the 
factory They will average 
six dollars or seven dollars a week. 
That's really a high average. Ofcourse 
they make very much more in busy 
times, but there are many full weeks 
when they make less. The work re- 
quires considerable skill. 

‘The occupation of saleswoman has 
very little to commend it to the girl 
who has any choice at all in the matter. 


quainted with all 
of working women. 


workers. 


‘There are, of course, a few women 
hesds of departments who receive 
twelve dollars to eighteen dollars a 
week. But I have in my mind a very 


ambitious little woman who is employ- 
ed in a big city store, who has been 
working six years for the firm, who is 
recognized as a faithful, trustworthy, 
in every way satisfactory saleswoman, 
and who receives six dollars a week. 
Outside of the financial reason for not 
adopting the occupation of saleswoman, 
there is the question of health. No 
matter how unhealthful the factory 
girls occupation, the saleswoman’s is 
worse. Women are unfitted by nature 
for constant standing. 


“Stenography and typewriting were 
until a few years ago the most lucrative 
things a woman could take up. But 


to-day lam sure I could hire a whole 
army of them from three dollars a week 
up, some of them competent, too. The 
average stenographer and typewriter 
receives about five dollars a week, while 
the girl who gets twelve dollars regards 


herself as a particular favorite of for- 
tune. Remarkably enough the great 
rednetion in the wages of this class of 
ware-earners is due to a great extent 
to the woman who is trying to buiid up 
a little business of her own. She goes 
uround to the offices where work done 
stenographer or typewriter is 

She offers to take the dicta- 
tion and return the typewritten copy at 
cheaper rates than the employer can 
yet it done by keeping a stenographer 
in hisoftice. If that does not persuade 
him to give her the work she proceeds 
to underbid herself, and being a busi- 
ness man he proceeds to let her do it 
until she reaches rock bottom. I know 
a” woman who rather than let a job of 
that sort go will take one dollar and a 
half for work she ought to get five dol- 
Jars for, and no amount of talk that I 
do seems to convince her that she is not 
only doing herself an injustice but is 
wronging a whole army of workers as 
well. 

‘The best occupation a girl can adopt 
is something new. If she can orignate 
a trade she can make a good living so 
long as she can be alone in the field. 
As her competitors increase, the occu- 
pation is bound to be less and less desi- 
rable from the financial side of the 
question, 

The next best thing is to get intoa 
field hitherto monopolized by men. 
iano tuning seems to be one of these. 
l talked afew moments with a piano 
manufacturer the other day about it.

teach a few women. The prices paid 
are high. The wages earned depend 
upon the number of orders a tuner can 
get.

Women have not entered the 
drugstore or the silversmith’s shop, both 
of which seem peculiarly suited to them. 

“Just at present the trained nurse 
seems to be particularly well off in a 
financial way. It is a fashionable fad 
among rich women to have an attack 
of **nerves,” and to have the doctor pre- 
scribe a sojourn ata health resort and 
uw trained nursc. 

“The occupation of the nurse is not 
yet overcrowded There is a demand 


for them, and they receive from sixteen 
to twenty-five dollars a week and board 
Those employed in hospitals receive 
less, but they have a permanent posi- 
tion. This occupation is not open to 
every girl, however. She must be 
physically fitted for the wear and tear 
of it. At Mount Sinai training school, 
and presumably at other hospitals, they 
have difficulty in filling out the classes 
because the applicants are not up to the 
physical standard. 

“It seems to me, after all, that the 
old-fashioned women’s trades of dress- 
making and millinery afford the great- 
est opportunities for a girl. There is 
always this much to be said in their 
favor: It is hardly likely that a ma- 
chine will ever be invented that will 
design and drape and fold and fit. 
These offer a girl the possibility of an 
independent business of her own, and 
they pay very well, too, even in 
larger establishments. Of course I 
don’t mean wholesale dressmak- 
ing. Curiously enough, that is 
beginning to make machines of 
the girls. Only one special part 
of the garments is given to each girl. 
One makes all the sleeves, another the 
skirts, another the plaiting, and so on. 
Some times the girl who makes the 
sleeves of the gown never sees the gown 
into which they are sewed! In many 
cases, however, wholesale dressmaking 
has gone out of the hands of women 
entirely. Most of the ready made wom- 
en's garments are made by men—Rus- 
sian and Polish Hebrews in sweating 
shops. It seems a bit odd, doesn’t it, to 
hear of men taking women’s places? 
But the same state of affairs character- 
izes the shoe trade. Ten years ago al- 
most every portion of a woman’s shoe 
except the sole was made by women, 
while now, in New York, at least, the 
work is almost entirely done by men. 
I think, though, if a girl really means 
business, and doesn’t merely go into qa 
thing to get pin money while waiting 
for a young man to come along and 
support her, if she hasn’t mvsical talent 
enough for a piano tuner or the phys: 
ical requirement for a trained nurse, 
she might do worse than become gs 
dressmaker.” 


THE GIRL BACHELOR. 


One of the Products of This, the «“Wom- 
an’s Century.” 

The “Girl Bachelor” is a distinctive 
product of this last decade of ‘‘woman’s 
century”—a notable feature of modern 
society. The exemplar of the new spe- 
cies, the traditional ‘‘old maid,” is rap- 
idly disappearing, and few have the 
temerity to apply to the modern woman 
who enjoys a life of single-blessedness 
from choice, the name of *‘old maid,” in 
its formerly accepted signification. The 
‘unappropriated blessing” of these 
progressive times enjoys life according 
to her own sensible ideas—-a trifle un- 
conventional they may be, when 
gauged by the old standards—and ut- 
terly refuses to be the recipient of the 
half-scornful, half-pitying patronage of 
society, which hitherto has been accord- 
ed the woman who remained unmarried 
any length of time after she passed her 
teens. 

Whether self-supporting or the for 
tunate possessor of a modest sufficiency 
of this world’s goods, the typical girl 
bachelor has a mission or a ‘‘fad,” 
which she carries out on her own lines 
She gratifies the love of home—inherent 
in every true woman—by setting up one 
of her own, if she so choose, either by 
herself or in partnership with other in- 
dependent spinsters; far from being 
criticised adversely, even conservative 
Boston and conventional London have 
recognized her right to do so, and cozy 
upartments ‘‘for ladies only,” where 
they may dispense gracious hospitality 
surrounded by characteristic belong: 
ings, are among the modern improve- 
ments. Self-reliant and independent 
without being disagreeably assertive 
and aggressive, the typical girl bache 
lor is bon camarade with congenial spir- 
its of either sex, and commands the re- 
spect of all. The sisterhood of ‘‘post- 
poned brides” (the Jatest appellation 
for unmarried women) is growing 
steadily; but one spinster household is 
deploring the defection of a member 
who recently became a bride de facto 
by marrying a widower with young 
children, thus going back to first prin- 
ciples and taking up one of the tradi- 
tional missions of the traditional old 
maid.—Demorest’s Monthly.

An effort is being made to show by 
an exhibit in the woman's building at 
the world’s fair the relics and data of 
the past and present literature, musical, 
dramatic, industrial: and philanthropic 
work of women. The Irish portion of 
this exhibit promises to be particularly 
complete and interesting. 

Mrs. ALICE LINCOLN, of Boston, nas 
effectually proved that the price paid 
by poor tenants for the miserable 
quarters which they call homes -is 
sufficient to furnish them well-lighted, 
well ventilated and comfortable rooms. 
To convince the public of this, she 
rented one of the most unhealthful 
of these houses, had it thoroughly 
cleansed and repaired, lowered the 
rents, and finds that she has a generous 
dividend on her investment. The house 
is called the Good Luck house, and Mrs. 
Lincoln has studied the subject of 
tenement houses for twelve years. 








THE LABOR WAR. 


Free vs. Convict Labor in the Tennessee 
Mines—The Town of Inman Captured 
and the Convicts Employed in the Mines 
There Hustled Off on a Trai for Nashe 
ville—The Stockade Destroyed. 


Nasuvitte, Tenn., Aug. 16.—The 
east Tennessee miners are again seek- 
ing vengeance. About 8 a. m. 300 of 
them, heavily armed, marched into In- 
man, a little mining town in Se- 
quatchie valley. Their object was 
well known, and the citizens packed 
up and fled. The mob of vengeance 
seekers went to the mines and cap- 
tured the seventeen guards, marched 
them to the stockades and 
put them under guard. The 272 con- 
victs who were at work were then 
taken to Victoria, a little village near 
by, packed in box cars and started to 
Nashville. Gov. Buchanan on hearing 
of the affair telegraphed the sheriff of 
Marion county to summon a posse and 
prevent the burning of the stockade. If 
further trouble ensues the governor 
says he will order out the militia. 
Trouble is expected at other mines, and 
the whole of east Tennessee is in a 
high state of excitement. 

There were enough guards to have 
kept them at a distance for a reason- 
able time, but the mob of 200 which, it 
is said, included forty negroes and 
some ex-convicts, had no trouble in tak- 
ing possession of the building. 

There was talk of burning the stock- 
ade, but Mr. Anderson, the superin- 
tendent of the road, asked them not to 
do this, as the flames would communi- 
cate to the railroad bridge near by. 

The miners heeded the request, but 
declared that they would tear the 
property down. They had the convicts 
form a line and under guard they were 
marched, from the mines to Victoria, 
six miles away. Arriving there the 





convicts were placed in coke cars 
confiscated for that purpose 
and the conductor of the _ train 


was ordered to proceed to Bridgeport. 
The fact that sixteen armed guards at 
Inman offered little if any resistance 
upon the approach of the mob has 
caused much comment. However, the 
guards at the other stockades visited 
by the miners during the past year 
made no real resistance, and the men 
at Inman seem to have merely followed 
the example set. 

Mr. Baxter, vice president of the Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Co., said: 

‘The company is willing to surrender 
its lease contract and leave the state 
free to make such disposition of the 
convicts as the state authorities may 
deem best. The company offered this 
to the last extra session of the general 
assembly, but no action was taken 
upon it. The offer has stood open to 
the state authorities since that date 
and is now open to them. The com- 
pany only want to be protected in the 
execution of the contract or that it be 
canceled.” 
It is said that the Tracy City miners 
by some means learned that the con- 
victs had become an elephant on the 
hands of the lessees, and that they were 
as anxious to get rid of them as the 
miners themselves. The convicts sent 
to Nashville from Inman arrived to- 
nightand are at the state prison. As 
there are over 1,000 convicts and only 
accommodations for 700, they are 
packed away like sardines in a box. 

LATER. 

A mob of miners returned to the 
stockade at Inman and with axes de- 
stroyed one side of the barricade and 
all the buildings. When they left a 
sheriff's posse took charge and will 
probably prevent further damage. 


WILL CONTINUE THE REBATE, 





But in the Interest of Peace Makes Fair 
Promises for the Future. 

MontTREAL, Can., Aug. 16.—The Ga- 
zette, the Dominion government organ, 
in an officially inspired editorial says: 
“The government has decided not 
to rescind the order in council granting 
a rebate on grain passing through the 
St. Lawrence canal this season. Next 
year, however, it is intimated different 
arrangements will be made.” 

A statement to this effect will be sent 
to the Washington authorities who will 
also be informed of the reasons for the 
government’s course. This is well 
understood. The rebate in. the first 
instance was granted for the season, 
and, reckoning upon .it, contracts have 
been made in which residents of the 
United States as well as Canadians are 
interested. Very serious inconvenience 
and actual lost would follow a sudden 
withdrawal of the rebate at this pericd. 
This the government is anxious to 
avoid while at the same time it does 
not desire to give occasion for acts of 
reprisal, such as the recent legislation 
of congress provided for. The line 
of policy taken should satisfy 
all, except perhaps the Ogdensburgh 
elevator firms and their associations, 
who, it is supposed, have been behind 
the government in the movement for 
retaliation. While it is not known 
what the United States government 
will do, it is reasonable to expect that 
the statement of this country’s inten- 
tion will be accepted as outlining a fair 
solution of the dispute, and this the 
more so because there are strong United 
States interests concerned in the main- 
tenance of the St. Lawrence route as 
an active competitor for the export 
grain trade.” 








Seven ina Heap—Jockeys Injured. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—In the first 
race at Gloucester, yesterday, seven of 
the eleven starters in a four-and-a-half 
furlongs race fell in a heap while near- 
ing the home stretch. Jockeys Mor- 
risey, Horton, Cleary and McGlone were 
badly hurt. 


An Over Zealous Servant’s Mistake. 

Rome, Aug. 16.—A dispatch from 
Castro, Scilly, says that brigands cap- 
tured a wealthy wine merchant named 
Billotte and a servant. Billotte sent 
the servant with a letter to his bankers 
requesting that the ransom demanded 
by the brigands, 50,000 francs, be for- 
warded. The servant informed the po- 
lice and a posse of twenty gendarmes 
started out to attack the brigands. The 
latter were warned by their scouts and 
escaped to the mountains after hastily 
putting Billotte to death. The soldiers, 
found Billotte’s body in the midst of
